W a s h in g to n , Juiy 5th.—The growing 
feeling of uneasiness over the slow progress 
made on the tariff bill resulted to-day in a 
proposition from the Democrats to the Re­ 
publicans to have all debate on the Mills 
bill end this month. One proposition is 
the result of talk of the Democratic mem­ 
bers of the Ways and Means Committee. 
No answer was given, but the Republicans 
consulted, promising to give the matter 
consideration. 
W hat the Democrats want is to get this 
bill to a final vote. When that has been 
accomplished they will care little or noth­ 
ing as to w>'at becomes of it. 
As their 
programme now stands, they do not pro­ 
pose to ever attempt to get this bill, or any 
other tariff bill, through both houses and 
to the President for his signature. 
The 
Republicans, howeve-, will 
not 
accept any such proposition. 
From talks 
I have had with several Republican leaders 
to-night, it is evident that they will con­ 
tinue to fight this bill, clause by clause and 
section by section. 
Congressman Cannon 
said to-night: “ It is ridiculous for the 
Democrats to come forward with any such 
proposal. We cannot accept it. 
There is 
but one course open for us, and that is to 
fight this bill just as we have been doing. 
As to adjournment, if the Democrats want 
to console themselves with the idea that 
they are going to get away from here within 
the next month, all well and good, but 
there 
is no chance of its being done. 
It will 
take at 
least 
two weeks 
to 
get to a vote in the House, and then the 
thing is only half done. The thing has 
got to get to the Senate, and it is follv to 
presume that they can do in less than 
three weeks what we have been seven 
mouths on. As for my opinion, I am will­ 
ing to go on record for two things—that the 
House will continue the bill as it has done 
all along, and that we will not adjourn 
until the middle of August, if we do tnen.” 
Senator Hiscock said, when seen at the 
Arlington to night, that the special sub­ 
committee of the Senate Finance Commit­ 
tee, appointed to draft a tarill hill to he 
otiered as a substitute for the Mills bill 
when it reached the Seuate, had gone as 
far in the preparation of the bill as they 
could. They would now await until the 
bill came over from the House. H e did not 
see, he said, how it was possible for the 
Democrats of the House to hope to get the 
bill through both Houses, unless they were 
prepared to back down from their free wool 
clause. Tne Senate bill would leave that 
just as it stood now under the existing law. 
If the Mills hill had its wool clause stricken 
out it would not leave much of the bill. 
The Senate was quite apt to require at least 
three weeks on the tariff, as nearly all of 
its members would want to be heard. Con­ 
gress, he thought, would adjourn about the 
20tli of August.

The statistics collected also show the 
causes for which the divorces have been 
granted, and when all the returns are pro­ 
perly tabulated the result will be very in­ 
terested and valuable. 
It may he six 
months before the report of the chief of the 
bureau will be ready for publication. A 
few details in relation to the divorces 
granted in California have been obtained, 
and are worth m ak in ' public. 
For the 
twenty years above mentioned there were 
granted in San Francisco 4 507 divorces; in 
New York, 4,717; in Brooklyn, 1,602, and 
in Chicago, 8,765.

The Chicago Journal of Junt • 27th has 
the following concerning the sat o of Cal­ 
ifornia fruits by auction in that cit }: 
The west end of the Northwest* rn Rail­ 
road freight depot, just north ot I. he river 
and west of Ihe State-street bridge, is divi­ 
ded from the great freight room by a very 
high, lierce-looking picket fence. . In one 
corner of the inclosnre a couple of hn 'Hired 
chairs are arranged after the style of » thea­ 
ter parquette. 
W hile the audience from 
South W ater street and elsewhere is Leing 
seated, a company of roustabouts pile up 
boxes row on row and tier alter tier like 
ramparts all about. 
Tha little inclcH ure 
has a pleasant smell, and each gentleman, 
before taking his seat, goes in and out 
among the rows of boxes, makes a few 
notes on a printed programme, and then 
the music begins, it is not an orchestra, 
but an auctioneer that tills the place with 
noise. In just twenty minutes three car­ 
loads of choice California fruit are disposed 
of under the hamm er. 
It may be said 
right here that the uureserved auction sale 
of California fruit in Chicago is a .-uccess. 
The venture is less than awe«k old as yet— 
Monday seven cars, Tuesday three cars, 
to day three ears, Thursday three cars, 
Friday fanr cars—twenty car-loads for five 
days. The frnit includes pears in forty- 
pound boxes, peaches, plums, apricots and 
prunes in twenty-pound boxes, and cher­ 
ries in ten-pound boxes. 
The scheme in brief ia this: W hat is 
known as the Fruit-Growers’ Union ot Cal­ 
ifornia purchase 
extensively 
from the 
orchard men. By thua uniting, they ship 
in large quantities, and by sending ten car­ 
loads at a timo from the Pacific coast they 
get special shipping rales. There arc other 
advantages. '.3ie auction sales are attended 
by the jobbers and small dealers in lota of 
tw eity boxeior more. 
By buyiDg at the 
auction sale they come in direct contact 
wi'Jh the Growers’ Union, and no m iddle­ 
man, or coi amission, men, have profits ont 
of Ihe dial. The fruit train reaches Chicago 
a «6:30 A. u.; the auction sale is at 9 a.m . 
The sale lasts perhaps thirty minutes, and 
joyers m ust not only pay cash, but re­ 
move the Iruit before 12 o’clock the same 
day. 
I-'tfge primed programmes are dis- 
trihuted. in adv-jnce, giving the full con­ 
tents c l cars r.a the way, and the exact 
hour of-sale. Besides tha local dealers and 
jobbers, there rjo bidders present who buy 
and rtship to Canadian points and country 
placel. This scheme has been worked 
with partial success in Boston and New 
York. The plan is no longer an experi­ 
m ent here—A is called a success by tha 
shippers, aud the buyers flock eagerly to

Senator Stanford has sent a d «patch 
from Europe to Mr. Morton that is con­ 
gratulatory, and expresses the 1 relief of the 


d istin guish ed Californian that “ the true 
progressive American element will tri­ 
ll uph.” 
He adds his Relief that the elec­ 
toral ticket bearing Mr. Morton's name 
will sweep the North, and carry some of 
the Southern States, ff fair play can be 
had. The Senator has put precisely the 


proper condition into his estimate—“ if 
t lere is a fair election and an honest 
count.” That is to say, the Republican 
voters in most of tiie South are not given 
opportunity to freely vote, and where they 
are accorded apparent freedom from threat 
an 1 interference, an honest count does not 
follow. 
There is one way, above all others, that 
i most direct, through which to reach and 
Correct this monstrous evil, and that is to 
restore the Republican party to power. It 
i- pledged to secure to voters in the Saath 
their jiolitical and civil rights, and to 
make it as safe to vote freely in Mississippi 
a- in Michigan, and to secure to the peo­ 
ple as fair play with the ballot-box in 
every Southern as in every Northern 
State. 
The election of Harrison and Morton, 
which the signs indicate will bo a cer­ 
tainty, will amount to 'a verdict of the 
nation that what Senator Edmunds so 
happily terms “ a fundamental principle” 
of the Republican party shall be made 
eliective throughout the land—namely, 
“ the fullest defense and promotion at all 
times and in all places of equal political 
and civil rights of citizens of the United 
States.” 
Senator Stauford has sounded the key- 
n ite of an issue that more affects the 
lilierties of men and the theory and 
practice of self-government than any other 
that is or can be projected into the cam­ 
paign. 
Without fair elections and hon­ 
est counts the lilierties of the people ex­ 
ist only in name. 
The Democratic party

it ?” asserting that the States are not to be 
interferís] with 
in 
providing for the

Which is equivalent to declaring 
that cowing voters, doctoring tally lists 
and manipulating counts are crimes to he 
continued in the remote South, and hat 
the people of the United States outside of 
Southern State lines have nothing to do 
witli it. 
The utterance of such a senti­ 
ment is abhorrent 
to the 
progressive 
American sentiment, the lover of fair play 
and all people who believe that in the 
sanctity of the hallol-liox resides the safety 
of the Republic. 
Yet we have Democratic officials „tand- 
ing in high places, from the rostrum and 
in the reviews unblushingly contending 
that it is essential to the proper develop­ 
ment of the South, that voters of one class 
eliould dominate and exclude from active 
parti ipation in public affairs of another 
class, even when the need is, by employ­ 
ment of devices that can he defined only 
a- intimidating, Uilldozing and coercive. 
Mr. Cleveland and his party, judging bv 
their qniescence and silence, experience no 
pangs of patriotic conscience reproaching 
them for purposeful blindness to this cry­ 
ing evil.

protectionist, how about the free trade of 
tiie book rings which grew fat upon 'he 
higher prices the people had to pay for 
books? How about the home labor the 
making of the hooka employ * now about 
the looney ssved to the people by their 
d ling their own work and eliminating the 
middle men of the Hast?

The South, before the war, 
held the negro from the ballot-box because 
he was a slave, but had representation in 
national councils upon a basis that in­ 
cluded a given number of slaves. To-day 
it keeps the colored citizen, the ex-slave, 
from the ballot-box by systems of ter­ 
rorism, cow and social domination that ac­ 
complish the same result and more, for the 
representation is now larger, since the 
basis includes every ex-slave. 
Senator 
Chandler thus puts it : 


The South which, during more than half u 
cetnury, dominated the nation bv means of 
slavery aud the power w hich slavery caw , lias 
after a period of rebellion caused by slavery, 
and a period of reconstruction prolonged by 
crimes against the Ireedmen, again seized tho

BEAUTIFUL OAPAY. 


A PRODUCTIVE BUT 
UNDEVEL­ 
OPED VALLEY. 


A s tr o n g R iv a l of th e V aca D istric t 
in P a rly F r u it a n ti V eg etab le 
P ro d u c ts. 


A correspondent of the San Francisco 
Bulletin writing 
from 
Madison, Yolo 
county, says; 
Up to two months ago this town was the 
northern terminus of the Vacaville and 
Clear Lake Railroad. The road had been 
graded for some time into the Capay val­ 
ley, the entrance to which is through a 
narrow gate-way in the foothills six miles 
to the northwest, at the head of what is 
known as the Hungry Hollow country. 
But within the last two months steel rails 
have been laid from Madison, to Runisey at 
the head of Capay valley, or rather at the 
foot of the gorge piercing the range con­ 
stituting the natural divide between Yolo 
and Lake counties. These two points arf; 
twenty-six miles apart. 


A TERRA INCOGNITO. 
Practically the country lying between 
them is a terra incognito. 
Comparatively 
few people have ever explored it In early 
days it was surrendered to hog and cattle 
raising. I have just traversed the road in 
company with a man who “was born in 
these parts,” and who a few years ago was 
employed as a swineherd, or as he more 
bluntly puts it “ herding hogs,” above 
“ Limekiln,” now known as Capay. 
In 
later years wheat and barley raising partly 
crowded out hogs and cattle, and still later 
Capay valley farmers have shown a dispo­ 
sition to change from grain to fruit», in 
imitation of their neighbors in Putah 
Creek and Pleasant valleys, where stock 
raising was in early days the chief indus­ 
try and the main source of revenue. The 
discovery of recent years is that these old 
pastures constitute the best, most product­ 
ive and earliest fruit and vegetable lauds 
yet invaded by plow and hoe and harrow 
in the State. 
THE ENTRANCE TO CAPAY VALLEY. 
Leaving Madison, which lies in the mid­ 
dle of the plain constituting the bottom 
lauds of Cache creek and the western edge 
of the Sacramento valley, the newly-laid 
track makes a long sweep to the northwest 
toward the range rising out of the plain 
like a wall which presents to the eye an 
unbroken front. There are no sign» of a 
valley—no indication of anything but 
rugged and broken foothills ahead, appar­ 
ently offering difficulties innumerable to 
railroad engineering, and suggesting any­ 
thing but attractive fields for agricultural 
development. Half way between the ris­ 
ing foothills and Madison lies Esperanza, a 
settlement recently established by the 
Capay Valley Land Company, and at 
which one of the handsomest railroad sta­ 
tions in the State has been erected, as a 
nucleus around which the new settlement 
shall cluster. 
Esperanza lies just south of the Hungry 
Hollow country. The soil is a deep rich 
loam, such as constitutes the greater part 
of the lower stretches of Cache creek, down 
to its junction below Woodland with the 
Sacramento river. Thus far wheat has been 
raised on the land for twenty-five or thirty 
years. But the capabilities of the soil for 
a higher and more valuable form of agri­ 
culture is demonstrated by the orchards 
and vineyards of the foreman of the 
Hungry Hollow land king, Duncan, a 
shrewd old Scotchman, who is said to own 
nearly ten thousand acres in the vicinity, 
and who has resisted so far the most se­ 
ductive offers to part with his land. 
Three miles beyond Esperanza the rail­ 
road suddenly charges the foothills; and 
almost before the traveler is aware of it 
the train has entered a narrow opening in 
the range barely half a mile in length and 
less than a quarter of a mile in width, in 
which lies the little town of Capay or 
“ Limekilu.” 
This narrow opening is the 
natural gateway of Capay valley. 
It is 
just wide enough for a one-street town to 
crowd in between the brink of the right 
bank of Cache creek and the steep hills on 
the south side. This one street is the old 
countv road to Lower Lake, and has beeu 
utilized by the Vacaville and Clear Lake 
Railroad as a roadbed. Shooting rapidly 
through the town, the construction train 
—for up to date nothing else excepting the 
recent excursion trains have passed up aud 
down the road—emerges from the canyon 
as suddenly as it entered it, and the hills 
on either hand recede, leaving between 
them as charming and attractive a valtev 
as there is anywhere in the State. 


CAPAY VALLEY. 
This is what is known as Capay valley, 
the scene of my fellow-traveler’s hog-herd­ 
ing experience, and for which lie has had 
such an unquenchable craving since he left 
it that it has drawn him hack “ all the 
way from Illinois” as the magnet draws 
the steel. 
He is chock full of anecdotes of 
hog-herding days that are for the moment 
interesting, as they help to while away the 
time and aid the ever-changing scenery to 
make us all forget that we are bobbing up 
and down over the loose rails and rattling 
ties of a newly-constructed railway, seated 
on a sack of cabbage in the caboose of a 
construction train, and holding on to an 
iron bar to save us front being tipped out 
through the open doorway. 
We are rush­ 
ing along at a 30-miie rate, with a carload 
of steel rails ahead of the pilot and a water 
car between us and the tender. 
But the 
track repairers are going over the line, 
smoothing out the wrinkles and making it 
tit for passenger traffic. 
The valley lies on a line drawn from 
northwest to southeast. 
It averages in 
width from Capay to Rumsey—a distance 
of about twenty miles—about one mile. It 
rarely exceeds that and is seldom narrower. 
The floor of the valley throughout this 
twenty miles is so nearly level that in grad­ 
ing for the railroad track it was not neces­ 
sary to make a cut or a filling uutil within 
a couple of miles or so before reaching 
Rumsey, where a few feet ol cutting had to 
be done. 
The road follows the south­ 
western side; Cache creek flows at the base 
of the hills on the other side, a magnificent 
stream of crystal water, its banks heavily 
timbered. The suggestion of a diminutive 
Napa valley is striking. 
The range on 
cither side rises as abruptly, but not to so 
great a hight; no are the sloties as heavily 
timbered. 
In fact, long stretches of the 
northwestern range arc bare of timber; but 
the soil is will adapted to cultivation, and 
in many places the land has been plowed 
almost to the summit of the range, reveal­ 
ing a deep and productive soil. The floor 
of (he valley has the park-like appearance 
of Napa valley and of the region adjacent 
to Winters and Vacaville, live-oak being 
distributed on every hand with charming 
effect on the landscape. The soil is a deep 
vegetation mold 
“ You can dig twelve feet or more down 
in just that kind of soil,” is the informa­ 
tion our ex-hog-herder acquaintance volun­ 
teers; “and it is all through the valley just 
the same.” 
“ llow about the climate?" 
“ Wall, ii’s putty warm in summer time; 
it’s warm hereabouts everywhere, anyhow, 
in the day time, but we hev a blow frum 
the west through the canyon at Rumsey 
every evening that gives a feller a chance 
to sleep. 
Tliev can raise anything in this 
valley, I lelieve, that they can raise in the 
Vaca district, and quite as early, if not 
earlier.” 
WHEAT, WINE AND FRUIT. 
The similarity between Capay and Napa 
valleys would be stronger than ever if the 
land iu the former were more extensively 
culiivated and planted in vineyards and 
orchards. Wheat and barley are the chief 
products at present. 
But here and there 
along the valley are suggestions of the 
possibilities in fruit-eulture which the soil 
and situation present, iu the way of small 
orchards and vineyards, quite ss thrifty, 
and, apparently, as far advanced as any of 
the orchards containing similar fruits and 
vineyards in either of the adjacent valleys 
of Putah, Pleasant and Vaca. 
These or­ 
chards and vineyards appear at intervals 
from Capay to Rumsey. Aliove the former 
village is a magnificent place, embowered 
in vines and fruit trees, possessing tropical 
Inxuriance, owned, so I am infomi-d, by 
Mr. ‘stenliena, a Woodland hanker. Among 
some of these orchards the fig, the olive 
and the orange tree flouri-h. 
Apples, fig», 
prunes and pears are the chief orchard 
products. 


VALUE OF LAND. 
Fourteen years ago the place called 
! “ The Winery” was bought by its former 
i owner for $3 an acre, and before tiie rail­ 
road entered the valley he sold it for $6-5 
an acre. 
It is reported that he soon after 
j offered $10 an acre advance when he 
, learned that the railroad was coming into 
the valley, hut the offer was laughed at. 
Nine hundred acres farther up the valley, 
now devoted to wheat culture, was bought 
seven years ago for $9 per acre, and about 
half of it was sold for $65 an acre before 
the railroad was built. The rest of it 
would have been disposed of at the same 
figure, but the owner’s wife is said to have 
been so distressed over the prospective 
trade that he broke off the negotiations, 
and “ he is mighty glad of it,” was the 
comment made by the narrator of the fore­ 
going information, “for he cou.d now get 
dotibie the price for it if he would sell.” 


POSPTB1LITUfis OF CAPAY VALLEY. 
“ The jrostiibilities of Capay valley,” 
remarked a disinterested Woodlander to 
your correspondent the other day,” “ are 
quite as great as the Vaca valley district. 
It will some day or other, now the railroad 
has got into it, make a dash for the early 
fruit trade, with splendid prospects of 
getting a good share of it ” 
In many re­ 
spect» the general climatic and topographi­ 
cal characteristics whi h predominate in 
the Vaca district prevail at Capay. The 
main difference exists in the fact that 
Capay valley offers a greater area of rich 
tillable land betwoen the ranges flanking 
it than exists in the three valleys consti­ 
tuting the \ aca district. At a eorresitond- 
ing elevation above the sea, free from 
invasion by coast fogs, possessing a climate 
quite as tropical in its character, sheltered 
from all objectionable winds and cov­ 
ered on hillslopes and valley floor with a 
deep, warm vegetable loam, sandy enough 
to he friable and spongy, the results of 
similar care and intelligence in cultivation 
must be of a corresponding nature. Cut 
up into ten-acre tracts, Capay valley would 
furnish over two thousand fruit farms, giv­ 
ing comfort and abundance to at least live 
times that number of people. 
It is now 
sparsely settled. 
In such a district it is 
brains more than brawn and intelligence 
more than money that are needed for its 
fullest development. These are the ele­ 
ments that have produced such marvelous 
results in the Vaca district. If necessary, 
the whole of Capay valley can be brought 
under irrigation. Cache creek furnishes 
an unlimited supply of water, and its con­ 
veyance on the land may be accomplished 
at comparative small cost. With irriga­ 
tion, it is claimed that it will make the 
finest corn district in the State. 
But or­ 
chards and vineyards need no irrigation, 
and water for other purposes is oh .a ¡tied 
by wells or from the bed of the creek. 
PROPOSED SETTLEMENTS 
Three settlements are to be established 
by the Capay Valley Laud Company in 
the valley above Capay, one, it is said, at 
“ The Winery,” another on the Barber A 
! Stein<*r tract and a third at the present 
terminus of the road, Rumsey. The latter 
point is at the lower end of the gorge 
through which Cache creek flows from 
Clear Lake into Capay valley, and it is 
Intended, sooner or latter, to push the road 
on to Lower Lake, giving that section of 
Lake county an outlet by railroad to mar­ 
ket. 
At present the county road through 
Capay canyon has been put in good order 
and it is understood that a stage will he 
run regularly between Rumsev and Lower 
Lake. 
'

JU1)UK BUCKLEY’S TRIBUNAL, 
Heavy Calender» of Light Cases In the 
Police Court. 
There were twenty-two cases on the Po­ 
lice Court calender yesterday morning, 
thirteen of which were charges of drunk­ 
enness, no doubt the result of too much 
enthusiasm over the celebration of the 
Fourth of July. The Judge was disposed 
to deal lightly with this class of offenders, 
under the circumstances, and Thomas 
Ryan, John Burker. Indian Mary, John 
Allen, Dog-a-Tarey, Tom Jones and John 
Fitzpatrick were allowed to go without a 
Sue. Jim Martiu's spree had lift him too 
sick to appear and he will answer to the 
Court this morning Ed. Kelly was diunk 
and forfeited a deposit of $5 rather than ap­ 
pear in the dock. Leroy Fisher gets drunk 
without the provocation of patriotism, and 
he was ordered to pay a tine of $10 or go to 
jail for ten days. The commitment was 
withheld, however, to give him a chance 
to leave town. Frank Jones and James 
Sullivan each forfeited a deposit of $5. The 
cose of John Farley, drunk, was continued 
antil to-day. 
James Brannan pleaded guilty to the 
charge of vagrancy and was sentenced to 
thirty days in the County Jail. He was 
very anxious to leave the city and seek em­ 
ployment in the country, so the Judge or­ 
dered the commitment withheld for a few 
h-.uts lo give him a chance to leave. 
John Wright pleaded guilty to petit lar­ 
ceny and was sentenced to pay a line of 
$10 or g > to jail for ten days. 
Janos Woods was fined $1 for a disturb­ 
ance of the peace. He was a mere boy- or 
the fine would have been much heavier. I. 
G. Land was tried on a charge of vagrancy 
and acquitted. Tom Gaynor will be tried 
to-dav on a. charge of being a common 
drunkard. 
Barney Ford was fined $‘J 50 for disturb­ 
ing the peace. Mrs. Jackson was sent to 
the County Jail for fifty days for petit lar­ 
ceny and A h Young was lined $20 for at­ 
tempting to sell lottery tickets, in default 
of the payment of which he will go to the 
County Jail for twenty days. 
The Fourth ut Folsom Prison. 
The Fourth was observed at the Folsom 
Stale Prison in n manner in keeping with 
the traditions of that day. No work was 
done, and between feasting, singing and 
merry-nmkiug, the convicts celebrated the 
11‘Jlh anniversary of the Declaration of 
American Independence in a truly patriotic 
fashion. Of exercises, using this term in 
its narrow sense, there were none; the 
nearest approach to anything of this sort 
being the rea ling of the Declaration of In­ 
dependence by a prisoner,who was listened 
to with good-humored patience bv an audi­ 
ence by no means disposed to be hyper­ 
critical of such performances. Binging and 
dancing formed the principal features of a 
programme which was remarkably well 
rendered by the striped talent who took 
part in it. 
At 3 o’clock the prisoners filed 
down to the dining-room, and did justice to 
a repast at which there was no lack of 
either dishes or variety. 
The prisoners 
were admirably behaved throughout, and 
gave the authorities no cause to regret the 
temporary relaxation of discipline made in 
the former's favor. 
,. 
The Dynam iters. 
since the publication in the Kkcorp- 
U nion, on Saturday morning last, of the 
bombardment of the residence of H. O. 
Soule, near the city, that form of assault 
has been abandoned, and the unseen ene 
mies of the family have adopted another 
method. Though the persecuted man has 
kept a close watch on the premises, when 
he arose yesterday morning he found that 
someone had chiseled a hole in the brick 
foundation of his house and placed therein 
some packages coniainitig a substance re­ 
sembling black paste. A portion of this 
paste w»s taken into an open lot, in the 
presence of a noighbor, and fire nnplied to 
it. A terrific explosion followed, and it 
was evident that the substance, whatever it 
may be. was fearfully destructive. Mr. 
Soule lreard his dog barking furiously a 
tittle after midnight, and it is likely that 
the dynamiters were frightened away be­ 
fore they had an opportunity to complete 
their dastardly work, otherwise tho whole 
t'amilv might have been killed and the 
house destroyed.

THE CANNERIES 


ABE COMING TO THE EK0NT AS 
LEADING INDUSTRIES. 


They G ive E m ploym ent to L arge 
N um bers o f W om en and Children 
— Som e L eading F eatures. 


W hat shall we do with our boys and 
girls?” Is a question which Is being rapidly 
settled by the proprietors of the Capital 
Packing Company. A reporter of this pa­ 
per visited that establishment yesterday af­ 
ternoon, and found 150 women, boys and 
girls, and about 20 Chinese engaged in can­ 
ning fruit. The establishment covers nearly 
the entire block, B and C, Tenth and 
Eleventh streets. The three brick build­ 
ings ou the west half of the block, form­ 
erly used as a United States bonded inter­ 
nal revenue warehouse, are now used for 
the storage of manufactured stock. The 
packing or canning department is on the 
east end of the block, and is a frame build­ 
ing of immense proportions. The hight 
to the ceiling in the center of the main 
building is over forty feet. A ventilator 
extends along the comb of the roof its en­ 
tire length, while other openings in tho 
roof, at intervals, give plenty of light and 
ventilation. 
As you enter the building from the west 
a busy sight at once arrests your attention. 
Over one hundred girls and women are 
seated, 
SIX AT A TABLE, 
Pitting apricots. They are a good-looking, 
cleanly-appearing and evidently happy 
lot of individuals, for they laugh and talk 
as they nimbly put the sharp knife around 
the luscious fruit and it drops in golden 
halves into the box and the pit is tossed to 
one side. Here you find girls trom 12 to 
20 years of age and women all the way 
from 30 to 00. Just as you enter the main 
room there is an opening to the left which 
leads into v»'hat is called the ladic-:.' recep­ 
tion-room. This is in charge of a young 
lady who does noihing but louk after it. 
Here all the female help deposit their hats, 
cloaks and wraps, where they are entirely 
sate. Here is also a long row of wash­ 
rooms. supplied with numerous wash­ 
basins, toweling, mirrors, etc. Here are 
also to be found comfortable settees iur 
those who become weary. Patent closets 
are placed conveniently throughout the es­ 
tablishment, and every convenience made 
for the coinfort offl the employes. The 
girls and women are superintended by 
women, and apparentli get along happily, 
like one big family. They all work by the 
piece, and those 
WHO A HE INDUSTRIOUS AND EXPERT, 
(.'an make as high as $1 50 and $1 75 per 
day. After the fruit is quartered it is trans­ 
ferred to the tables, where it is put in cans 
by expert hands. They are not put in care­ 
lessly but carefully, by layers, the utmost 
care being used to keep frotn bruising the 
fruit. The cans thus filled are forwarded 
to the syrup-room where they are filled 
with the liquid, and then to the cook-room 
where they are cooked and sealed. They 
arp then forwarded to the warehouses, 
where, after cooling off they are labeled 
and boxed, when they are ready for the 
market. The only place wliereCbiuese are 
employed is in the tiu-shon and cook- 
room. 
A thorough inspection of the premises 
shows them to be well ventilated,well light­ 
ed, the sewage all that could be desired and 
the comfort of the employes looked after 
with greai care. 
The salmon “ crop ” this year was not a 
big one;” the '• catch ” was light and the 
packing company put up only a small 
quantity. The apricot crop for this sec­ 
tion is about done for this season. The 
fruit they were working upon yesterday 
was apricots trom Haywards. They were 
large, line and highly colored. Mr. Hick- 
mott the Superintendent, says they are 
finer than any that were raised in this sec­ 
tion this season. They are of fine flavor, 
not so golden as the Sacramento apricots. 
They have a red cheek and are not of so 
tine flavor as the Sacramento raised fruit, 
Mr. Hickmott’s opinion to the contrary 
notwithstanding. There is no portion of 
the State that raises liner apricots than the 
farms along 
THE AMERICAN RIVER VALLEY 
Between this city and Folsom. 
Next week the cannery will commence 
work upon peaches, and they say they can 
give employment to 250 or 3Ü0 women and 
girls. They even now cannot get enough 
to handle apricots. ‘'W hat are wo going to 
do for help is what bothers me,” sain Mr. 
Hickmott. "Hero is a city of over 30,000 
inhabitants, and we cannot get help enough 
to run a little cannery. Ohico, with only 
4 000 or 5,000. has more help than we have. 
San Jose, with 15,000, could double dis­ 
count us. Do you know what is the rea­ 
son of it? Well, I'll tell you. It is simply 
because this people lias too much money. 
1 mean it. Show me another city on tins 
coast where 3.000 men average in wages 
from $25 to $30 per week, as do our em­ 
ployes at the railroad shops. Their sisters 
don't work in canneries. Their children 
are not expected to assist in the mainte­ 
nance of the family. They go to school, 
and the girls dross well anil go to all the 
parties, while every boy is 
URADUATINO IN A BASE HALL NINE. 
Now, in San Francisco and the other 
places 1 have mentioned it is entirely dif­ 
ferent. There are thousands of poor peo­ 
ple, and the canneries can get more help 
than they can use. I'll tell yon what is a 
fact, and it is a boom card for Sacramento; 
There is not a half dozen poor families in 
town, and so far as any one being in desti­ 
tute circumstances, such cases do not ex­ 
ist.” 
THE NEW CANNERY. 
The new cannery at Sixth and G streets 
will start up about the 20ib. and will be in 
full blast by the first of the month. Their 
new boiler, made by J. A. Cunningham, 
was placed ill position yesterday. 
It 
weighs over live tons. 
A number of 
changes have been made in the building 
and Mr. Hulburd, the Superintendent, says 
when they get ready to start up they will 
have the most complete and best arranged 
(lacking house on the coast. They will 
commence on the peach crop and ran 
through the season with a full force of 
white h e l p . _______ 
B attery Ca»ea. 
Harry Joyce, an old man who works 
around the Lafayette Hall saloon, last 
night caused the arrest of Robert Dolan on 
a charge of battery. He stated that he was 
at work cleaning up the place when he ac­ 
cidentally spattered some water on Dolan, 
who assaulted and beat him severely.

CALIFORNIA FRUIT. 
I 
LOCAL BREVITIES. 
Salen M ade Y esterday in Chicago and 
New York. 
A telegram from Chicago yesterday says-' 
“ On the Fourth of July there was no auc­ 
tion sale of California fruit here, but the 
sales for Monday, Tuesday and to-day have 
aggregated twenty cars, of which sixteen 
were green Bartlett pears, the bulk of 
which were too green for immediate use and 
had to be stored by the buyers. This great 
quantity of pears, coming into the market 
upon the heels of the heavy shipments of 
last week, has depressed prices so that 
pears were selling to day at from $2 05 to 
$2 15 per box. It is hoped that the sup­ 
plies tan be better regulated, so that this 
market will receive ail the fruit it can bear, 
but no more. 
The prioes realized for 
other 
fruits were very 
satisfactory, 
early peaches selling for "$1 30 to $1 35; 
Early Crawford peaches, $2 25 and purple 
Decane plains at from $1 85 to $2 25.” A 
telegram from New York gives the follow- 
lowing account of the sale there yesterday : 
“ At 6 p. m. to-day four carloads ot fruit 
were auctioned here, one sent by the Cali­ 
fornia Fruit Union and three from another 
party. Prices ruled high as the fruit was 
all in very good order. Bartlett pears, $3 10 
to $3 per box . Hale’s early peaches. $3 45 ; 
prunes, $3 05 to $3 50, and plums. $2 05 to 
$1 35. Une mixed car sold for about $2,000 
gross. The attendance was the largest of 
the season, and as the market is entirely 
bare of all California fruits, except Bart­ 
lett's, bidding was lively. Peaches, especi­ 
ally, were in strong demand and will be 
untii Delaware’s come in heavily, say about 
August 10th to 15th. Five more carloads 
are announced for next Monday's sale. 
The weather is very warm.” 
A Strange Case, 
Last evening about 8 o'clock a young man 
was riding a bicycle at Third and Y streets, 
when he heard a strange noise issuing from 
the willows on the bank of the slough. It 
was of such a distressing nature that he dis­ 
mounted and proceeded to investigate. He 
discovered a woman in the Blough, some 
distance from the shore, and calling to a 
Chinaman who was passing for assistance, 
they soon brought her to the shore. She 
was about forty years of age. had no shoes 
on, and apparéntly was demented. She 
gave her name, which the young man in 
his excitement forgot, said she had left the 
hospital, and bad a valise at a hotel in this 
citv, where there was a good-looking, gray­ 
haired proprietor, but could not give 
the name of the hotel. She appeared 
to be thankful for her preservation trom 
drowning. The bicyclist, after gelling her 
io shore, told her to remain with the China­ 
man and he would go and get a hack and 
take her to comfortable quarters. This 
she consented to and the young man 
rode rapidly to the police station. After 
leaving her some eight blocks this 
side he met a number ot young men 
to whom he detailed tue circumstances, 
and they at once went to the place desig­ 
nated. When they arrived they found no 
woman nor no Chinamen. As soon as the 
police were notified they went down and 
with lanterns Ihsy searched the country 
all around, but weie unable to find any­ 
thing but her hat. The police are of the 
opinion that the Chinaman ran off and 
left her, and that she then drowned herself

After a few words, a scuffle between 
Vv aters and young Stone ensued and firing
